Testimony of Prof. Davidson—The Question 
of Title to the Mine—The Defend­ 
ant Closes Its Case. 


The case of The People vs. The Gold Run 
Mining Company was resumed in the Supe­ 
rior Court yesterday before Judge Temple. 
Professor George Davidson was recalled 
under cross-examination. 
He was examined 
at length as to the movements of sand under 
currents of different forces, the discharge and 
wear of streams, etc. The carrying power of 
water, he said, increases more rapidly with 
its velocity. Rounded st?nes will move more 
rapidly than sharp-edged ones. The river Po, 
he thought, is confined within levees iu its 
lower reaches, possibly for CO to 100 miles 
above its m outh; above that he conld not 
state as to the levees. At times the water in 
the Po in freRhets is moderately clear ; at 
times one cf the torreBtial streams ceases, 
and another is added, so that in the loweet 
reaches it is generally turbid. As a general 
thing thought it did not run clear. Don’t 
know if 
it is generally clear except in 
freshets. Don’t know that the written state­ 
ments about the Po filling up are exaggera­ 
tions and generally accepted as such now. 
Suisun bay is in one respect a delta. 
The 
bay is over twenty miles long. 
The whole 
area of Snisun bay is not a delta ; the low 
marsh islands form part of tho delta area. 
He ireant by a delta a depssit brought down 
by a liver which builds up above the general 
water surface, and through which the river 
may, in part, run. 
Suisun bay is a settling 
reservoir now'; it is the lower psrt of the 
delta, and the marsh lands forming the 
delta mav have ?o formed it for one thousand 
years. There js a very broad channel W3y 
for the egress ot waters from San Pablo Bay 
to San Francieco Bay. Thera are two main 
navigable channels to and from the bay, one 
upon the Petaluma side, the othfr on the 
Contra Cor' a side. The waters of the Sacra­ 
mento 
and 
San 
Joaquin after passing 
through the Straits of Carquinez, their main 
axis fellows along between the shore and the 
light-house at Pinole Point, but with a cur­ 
rent also all over the flats, decreasing in force 
as j ou go toward the Petaluma side. B?l iw 
Pinole the main current will be found to go 
part to the southward and part beyoDd Angel 
Island by way of Raccoon Straits. [Witness 
here explained in full by reference to a chRrt.] 
Possibly two-thirds of the Bay of San Pablo 
is represented by shoals, speaking of places 
with eighteen feet or less depth at low water. 
Twc-thirds of the remaining one-third is the 
ship channel in its narrowed condition. 
Be­ 
fore the narrowing the channel-way would 
represent about one-third of the whole bay 
ir.eide the three-fath&m mark, but now it is 
decreased until there is about one-quarter, if 
the other parts have contracted as has that 
which lias been examined by the coast sur­ 
vey. It the causes that caused the narrow­ 
ing of the channel contluue it will be a sub­ 
ject of experiment to determine' if tho 
narrowing will not go on. 
Anything lessen­ 
ing the tidal prism tends to increase precip­ 
itation. 
It would be possible with all of San 
Pablo bay to fill in, except a channel largo 
enough to carry the outgoing waters. 
At the 
fattest the ebb tides in San Pablo bay run 
from two to three milep, and it would be 
safer to say two. 
Would prefer to refer to 
the actual figures of observation?. WitnesB 
was 
examined 
at 
length 
as 
to 
tho 
action of rough stones passing over the 
beds of stra tins, etc. The passage of coarse 
or heavy rocks over the beds of rivers has a 
tendency to dislodge other matter, but the 
great cause of sweeping the beds is the ac­ 
tion of the water itself.

becomes torrential at even a less grade than 
twenty feet. 
Witness and counsel at length 
debate propositions as to the ability of moun­

Except 
in flood stages the Kern is not properly a sed­ 
iment-bearing stream. A t flood is carries a 
great amount of material.

Recess. 
A t the afternoon session witness Hodge re­ 
sumed, and detailed aud pointed out various 
locations made of his knowledge on the ground 
in que?tion, and detailed what work had been 
done on the claims in 1852-3, and what evi­ 
dences of previous locatioua he saw on the 
mining ground in question. 
[The pnrp.ise of 
this testimony was to show (toe records being 
lost) succession of interest and occupancy and 
use under title of the grounds of the defend­ 
ant as far back as 1852- 3, and to trace the ti­ 
tle of defendant back to original locations 
about that date.] Witness sold out his claim 
to Trindle in 1859, and up to that date had 
been continuously working the claim, when 
he had water, and that depended on tho 
season of rainfall, etc. 
Oa cross-examioation 
(to Mr. Hart), the witness at much length, 
and by aid ot maps and diagram?, explained 
the locations of the claims, etc. 
In developed 
that the claim, though worked ’till ’59, was 
not worked until ’56, and that the time in 
which the claim was not worked was because 
no room could be had for the tailings. 
O myn’HarknePS sworn (to Mr. Byrne): 
Worked on the Indiana Hill ditch in 1852. 
The Indiana Hill district was formad in 1852. 
Became an owner in the ditch in July, 1852. 
It carried water for mining on Indiana HilL 
Became the superintendent of the ditch De­ 
cember 31. 1S54. Know the grounds occupied 
by the defendant, and known as the Indiana 
Hill claim. The first work I saw was done 
at the lower end of the ravine, in 1863—the 
spring. 
Saw Brown & Minor’s work there. 
With reference to the Warren claim, they 
didn’t get up very far that spring ; was cot 
tirare in the fall of 1853 or 1854. 
In 1853 
Brown & Minor’s had not, when witness saw 
them, got up to the Warren claim. Was there 
in the fall of 1855 again, and witness saw 
considerable advance had been made. HarDe 
i Judd were then working ap a cmsideranle 
distance on the ground held now by the plain­ 
tiff. A man named Bourne was at work on a 
part of the claim, too, at that time. Bonrne 
located or had possession of a part of it, es 
also Hodge and Judd. 
Hodge worked on a 
claim there north of the Bouth line of the 
claim now known as the Indiana Hill. Saw 
a man named Primlle there In 1859 on the 
ground. Sold water to all these men. Prin- 
dle sold to 
. 
That ground has been 
worked after the water got in, more or less 
every season. 
Witnees described a claim he 
had in that section, and the cost and work 
theie on the tame. 
He described the Casiiie 
claim and the interest he bonght in same in 
1854, and the first work done in the Gamer 
claim was in 1854. 
Witness ran the Hark- 
nes3 claim up to 1874. On cross-examination 
witness referred at length to the map of the 
claims in evidence. 
He said the first work 
he ever saw done within the present iises of 
the claims of the defendant was as early a? 
1854, when Bourne worked there. 
Witness’s 
claim that he bought in 1854 was not need 
between tho time he quit work on it and 
when he sold it to Zadok Gamer. 
Think 
the Indiana Hill district was formed in 1858. 
J. L. Gould recalled, desired to say in cor­ 
rection that three of the claims of the defend­ 
ant are not patented, instead of two as he 
first stated by lapse of memory. 
Mr. Byrne (wi:h witness still on the stand) 
here began to cffer documentary evidence?, 
aud offered to prove by witnees that the pat­ 
ents heretofore introduced embrace in fact 
the grounds of the company defendant, as the 
patents do not dee cribe the grounds by name, 
but give metes and bouud». 
Witness there­ 
upon located and named the claims and inter­ 
ests cf the defendant, referring to the map of 
the district, and the prosecution admitted 
that such claims are embraced in the United 
States patent to the defendant. Several deeds 
and documents in the chain cf title of defend­ 
ant were then introduced by defeedant, 
deemed necessary to establish the chain of 
title ot defendant 
to 
its 
mining prop­ 
erty. Theee documents consist cf deed?, 
letters of administration, patent?, etc., all 
tending to prove that the title of the-p. op 
erty of defendant relates back to 1854, and 
that d: fend int acquired title in 187*1. 
prose­ 
cution consented to the introduction of the 
abstract of title, and the cer-itied copies of 
deeds therein descri ed and referred to were 
deemed as parts of the record and marked as 
exhibits in the C3se. It was then admitted 
that the defendant aud its predecessors have 
had possession and use of the ditch property 
of the defendant, and that the possession con­ 
forms to the recitals of the deeds in the lire 
of title. 
Defendant then introduced deeds 
relative to the I-adir.na Hill claim to show 
title descending to d-. fecdant. 
A t this point the defendant rested its case. 
Attorney-General H art Baid he iiad but few 
witnesses to introduce in rebuttal. 
He had 
t-degraphel for General Bidwell and Mr. 
Boggs, and would need them as witnesses. 
He thought that a very few days would now 
conclude the case. 
Court adjourned until 9:30 A. M. to-day.

The State Board of Viticultural Commis­ 
sioners will hold their nejrt regular session 
in San Francisco on Friday, January 27th. 
G. S. Brown, from You Bet, reports min­ 
ing almost at a standstill in Little York 
township, on account of the cold weather 
cheeking the water supply, 
Oue-half of the grain sown last October 
on summer fallows 
around Fresno and 
Merced has not yet sprouted, and people 
in that section are rather blno. 
The corps of engineers sent out by the 
California aud Nevada Railroad Company 
have reached the river at a point five miles 
below Grayson, where they crossed on 
Monday. 
The Timen Jievieie says that owing to 
a Bwearing off boom on the 1st of January, 
or impecuniosity cn the part of patrons, at 
least one saloon in Tuscarora has closed 
business. 
A t a late meeting of the State Board of 
Regents it was decided to close the Uni­ 
versity grounds to general travel. 
All the 
entrances will be closed to teams as soon 
as practicable, with the exception of the 
entrance at the foot of Chapel street. 
A 
substantial fence will be built about the 
grounds in the coming spring. 
The late warm raiu has had a most bene­ 
ficial effect upon the young grain that now 
in many places, not many miles from Sni- 
sun, is making the finest showing, aud soon 
cattle and sheep will live on the “ iat of the 
land,” enjoying tuc grass that is now’grow­ 
ing most rapidly in this valley and on the 
hillsides.—[Snisun Republican. 
The Oakland Tribunt is alarmed about 
the high price of beef, and the prospects of 
a near scarcity of that article, which it calls 
the back-bone of life. 
The Eastern people 
—those who dwell on the Atlantic sea­ 
board—are calling on the bunch grass re­ 
gions of Southern Oregon and Northern N e­ 
vada for beef, and the consequence is a 
scarcity and a rise in price. 
A gentleman lately from Hawk’s Corners 
informed the Stockton Indepeiulent that 
at present the young grain is thriving in 
that locality. 
The summer-fallow grain 
completely covers the ground, and can 
stand a long siege of dry weather before 
being materially injured, as the land is 
sandy and holds moisture well. 
In places 
a light cru3t has formed ou the surface, 
and below that the ground is still moist 
enough to give the grain a good growth. 
The cold wave which spread over the 
State last week was not alone an infliction 
to farmers and stock men, but was equally 
as damaging to the mining interests, as in 
freezing up the ditches and checking the 
flow of water mining operations were quite 
generally suspended, and cannot be re­ 
sumed to any extent until warm and copi­ 
ous rains come. 
Miners say they never 
saw water disappear faster than it did 
last week, the north winds seeming to lap 
it up as if it were a creature with a 
burning thirst, and in addition to this 
the intense cold put a check upon the 
sources of supply. There is but little snow 
in the mountains with which to make wa­ 
ter to fill the ditches, and without warm 
or rainy weather the miners see no pros­ 
pect of washing to any extent during the 
winter. 
To all present appearances they 
will have to wait until spring before doing 
any im portant work toward reaping the 
annual gold harvest.—[Grass Valley Union.

FORTIFICATIOí S. 
Congress has apparently been aslted to 
appropriate only a little over half a million 
dollars for fortifications. Of course this 
estimate cannot include anything for the 
practical improvement of the defenses of 
the country. To put the single pert of San 
Francisco in a defensible state would cost 
at least a million dollars. 
It has already 
been asked what benefit would result from 
such an expenditure. The answer is sim­ 
ple. To-day San Francisco, one of the 
wealthiest cities in the Union, is defense­ 
less. A war may come upon us at any 
time. The dispute over the Isthmus canal 
may lead to hostilities with England. The 
dispute over the diplomacy of Hurlbut 
and Kilpatrick may entangle us in war 
with Chile. We may even get into trouble 
with China over our treaties. And as the 
case stands, either England, or Chile, or 
China, could attack and capture San Fran­ 
cisco in a couple of hours, and hold it to 
an enormous ransom, or burn it to 
the ground. 
It is, 
moreover, mere 
nonsense for anyone to 
say 
that 
war is not likely to happen. 
It is the 
unexpected that always nappens, as a 
veteran statesman has .declared. And 
the way to bo safe is to prepare against 
possible dangers in advance. The way to 
secure peace is to be ready for war; hut 
we are not at all ready for it. The de­ 
fenses of San Francisco, besides, cannot be 
reorganized quickly. If Congress should 
authorize the fortifications which have 
been recommended by the military author 
ities, it would take probably a full year to 
do the work, and the guns would have to 
be waited for even then, since there are not 
enough foundries in the country capable of 
casting them. Congress, however, is a9 
umal penny-wise and pound-foolish. It 
did not hesitate to squander $300,000,000 
on the Pension Arrears bill, because it ha 1 
demagogical reasons for passing that meas­ 
ure. It can be liberal to larishnesa with 
the people’s money when the seats of its 
own members are thought to ha at stake, 
but when the question is of defending the 
country against foreign invasion, it is afraid 
to appropriate more than half a million at 
a time. 
If the estimates of the Com­ 
missioner of Pensions are at all near 
the mark, then the Pension Arrears 
bill will take from $30,000,000 to $50,000,­ 
000 from the Treasury and put it in the 
hands of a gang of thieves. That is about 
the percentage of absolute stealings antici­ 
pated under the bill. And yet Congress­ 
men rise in their places and defend that 
law with every pretense of virtuous indig­ 
nation at the attacks made upon it; and 
when the same Congressmen are asked to 
vote a reasonable sum to protect our prin­ 
cipal ports from capture or destruction, 
they declare that the country cannot afford 
it. A small part of the money thus flung 
mway to thieves would have solved the 
debris problem in California, but Congress 
cannot find any money for legitimate or 
necessary undertakings, while it is spending 
ouch immense sums upon fraudulent 
projects. Some of these days the anpre- 
hended event will happen, however, and 
then Congress will be in a needle83 hurry 
to repair its errors ; needless, because the 
reparation will then have become impos­ 
sible. 
Fresno Republican, January 14th : The 
prospect for rain is not good, and the grass 
has barely started. 
All kinds of predic­ 
tions are afloat, but nobody knows as much 
as he thinks he does about the proBpect for 
rain. U'e have had 1.20 inches, as against 
3 49 inches of rain last season at this date. 
Up to January 14, 1S78, there had been 
but 2 02 incite», and yet the spriDg showers 
amount, d to 9 01 toy May 1st. This fact, 
togethtr with the enow storms of the past 
week in the monntaing, gives us just 
ground for hope, and will Serve to keep off 
fears of the wor-t, at least. In the men • 
time our friends are reminded that o e 
drought can Ho no permanent injury to the 
Fresio of 1882. 


Mr. Northcote, Member of Parliament, 
has visited the United States, and on his 
return home has addressed his constituents, 
telling them something of what he saw. 
Among the rest, he expressed his belief 
that there would be no decrease of Amer­ 
ican competition in the food market. He 
said “ it was idle to talk of the exhaustion 
“ of American land. The supply of land 
“ for many years to come in the great 
“ Northwest would be boundless.” He is 
right. The English farmer must make up 
his mind to the fact that American compe 
tition in the food market will continue and 
increase, and that those who are holding 
on desperately in the expectation that it is 
going to be “ only a shower,” are as much 
mistaken as was the countryman who stood 
at London Bridge waiting “ for the crowd 
“ to go pa3t.” The conditions of American 
agriculture which have now been estab­ 
lished are not ephemeral. The rapid ex­ 
tension of railways throughout the West 
has developed an immense fertile region, 
the products of which will continue to in 
crease year after year for a long time to 
come. And beyond these regions are oth­ 
ers, the promise of which is, if possible, 
still brighter. The great Valley' of the 
Saskatchewan will undoubtedly become 
one of the most prolific wheat-growing 
areas on the globe when transportation has 
been provided for its crops. And it will 
take at leaBt another generation to bring all 
this wide region under cultivation, even 
supposing that there is no check to immi­ 
gration and settlement in the meantime. 
The English farmer must therefore abac 
don all idea of a resumption of the past 
conditions of the food mat ktt. Cereals and 
live stock will be exported from this coun­ 
try in increasing quantities for an indefinite 
period, and whether or not a time shall 
come when American food production will 
fall off, it is plain enough that the British 
agriculturist cannot afford to wait for aDy 
such hazy and conjectural change. 
American competition ha9 in fact forced 
the land question upon the English people, 
and they cannot avoid it any longer. The 
question of the future of the large class 
which depends upon farming and stock 
raising altogether, is in issue. This class 
cannot stand up against our wheat and 
cattle, and if they are not relieved in some 
way they must go to the wall. The laud 
system of England, with its feudal com­ 
plications and entanglements, has become 
so costly to the renters of land that they 
cannot make a living in the teeth of the 
new foreign competition. It follows that 
the landowners must either abandon agri 
culture altogether, and seek to utilize their 
holdings for manufacturing and other pur­ 
poses, or the state must interfere to prevent 
the extinction of agriculture, by reorgan­ 
izing the land system entirely. To permit 
the abandonment of farming save for 
the very narrow home market remaining 
would be most disastrous to the general 
interests. This, however, is very probably 
what the interests of the landlords would 
lead them to, if they were allowed to do 
a3 they please. Public opinion therefore 
must under the circumstances compel the 
Government to intervene, and so the 
whole question will be opened up. As all 
the land of England vests in the crown, 
there would he no difficulty in changing 
the system, so far as constitutional author­ 
ity is concerned. The most difficult prob­ 
lem to be solved, however, will be in de­ 
termining the future relations of the. 
present landlords to the land. It is the 
demand made by them upon it which is 
now paralyzing agriculture. 
The farmer 
cannot pay the current rents and make a 
living. Nor does it seem probable that he 
can do any better if he has to pay any 
such rent as will suffice to maintain the 
landlord class. 
He is in competition with farmers who 
pay no rent to anyone, aud how can he 
succeed in Buch a struggle ? The land­ 
lords may in some cases try farming them­ 
selves, hut even then they cannot escape 
extra expenses. And it is necessary for 
the welfare of the country that the farm­ 
ers should not bo banished. 
England 
ha3 suffered much already through the 
absorption of the small holdings and the 
extinction of her yeoman class. She can­ 
not afford to let agriculture be driven out 
of the land altogether. The Irish Land 
bill has of course already suggested sim­ 
ilar legislation for England. Mr. Glad­ 
stone does not as yet appear willing to 
entertain this idea, but it is difficult to see 
how he can long avoid it. The necessity 
of relieving the farmers from the burden 
of rent which is now crushing them must 
force the Government to alter the present 
land system. Primogeniture and entail 
will no doubt be lopped away, but when 
that is done there will be much more to 
do. The Irish Laud bill has undoubtedly 
familiarized men’s minds with the idea 
that the virtual confiscation of land may 
be resorted to by a Government, and when 
such an idea gains a foothold it cannot be 
confined to one particular country. There 
will therefore be a demand for Buch a 
legislative reduction of rent3 a3 will enable 
the farmers to live, and we do not see 
how a demand of this kind can be effect­ 
ually resisted. 
The increasing distress consequent upon 
American competition will swell the tide 
of disaffection. 
Attention will be fixed 
more and more strongly upon the class of 
non-producers who monopolize so large a 
proportion of the national domain. The 
democratic spirit which is growing con­ 
tinually in England will stimulate the 
popular dissatisfaction with the existing 
state of things. The transition to a pro­ 
gramme involving the restoration of the 
land to the people need not be difficult or 
tedious in a country which has listened to 
Mr. Herbert Spencer and his school with 
increasing approval these many years. In 
short it is by no means impossible that in 
less than ten years, perhaps even in five, 
the Land Question in England may have 
reached a point really far beyond anything 
as yet achieved in ibis country. And when 
that point is reached it will be found that 
much more than the reformation of the 
land system is in issue. 


THE PANIC ON THE BOURSE. 
It is by no means unlikely that a serious 
financial panic is about to occur in Paris. 
The recent heavy failures on the Bourse 
are said to have been caused by reckless 
speculation, but it is very well known that 
for more than a year past the French have 
been speculating with a wildness and 
abandon certain eventually to bring about 
a crash. The circumstance that the wild­ 
cat gamblers have gone first does not ren­ 
der the situation any more hopeful. Ia 
these cases one failure draws on another. 
Tne wild cat speculators have of course 
been sinking large amounts of capitel, and 
they did not own all this capital. No 
doubt two-thirds of it was borrowed from 
the banks, and these failures will alarm 
those institutions, and cause them to call 
n their loans. That is the way panics 
j always begin. The banks seek to strengthen 
I themselves, and the method* they take 


have the effect of weakening the whole 
business community. At a time when the 
prevalence of distrust causes everybody to 
demand prompt settlement of outstanding 
accounts, and consequently when the 
demand for money is greater than 
usual, the hanks call in their loans, 
refuse new discounts, and congratu­ 
late themselves that they are adopting 
a safe and conservative policy. In truth 
what thev are doing is the most infallible 
method of precipitating a panic. But 
though the most disastrous consequences 
always follow this action of the banks, 
they repeat it whenever the situation is 
shaky, and thus aggravate all the finan­ 
cial stringencies, and make it the more 
difficult to tide over bad places. But for 
the policy of the Bank of England, which 
has been able to act liberally because it 
had the Government at its back, the other 
London banks would on several occasions 
have fairly bankrupted the city; and on 
one of these occasions even the Bank of 
England was eo hard pressed that it had 
to procure the permission of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to suspend specie pay­ 
ments. If the French hanks follow the 
ordinary routine there will be a great panic 
on the Bourse in a few days. Perhaps the 
current of rash speculation has been so 
strong that there has really been a great 
destruction of capital, in which case the 
panic cannot he averted even by a liberal 
banking policy. But the presumption is 
that the banks will begin to contract their 
loans as usual, and that so the crash will 
be precipitated.

GUITEAU. 


THEATER REFORM. 
The burning of the Ring Theater at Vi­ 
enna has certainly been productive of some 
good results. It has so frightened Amer­ 
ican communities that they have every­ 
where gone to work and compelled the 
owners of theaters to make adequate pro­ 
vision against fire, and above all, for the 
egress of the audience. In New York the 
theaters have all been compelled to adopt 
a long list of precautions, aud in San Fran­ 
cisco the Grand Jury has enforced similar 
salutary provisions. It might be well for 
theater proprietors at this time to take 
notes from Mr. D’Oyly Carte, the owner 
and builder of the Savoy Theater in Lon­ 
don. This is said to be the most perfect 
building of the kind in the world, as regards 
its protection against fire. The theater ia 
open on all four sides. There are three 
large doors on two of the sides, and two 
each on the others, and they all open out­ 
wards. The stairs and passages are all 
broad and as straight as possible. The rail­ 
ings on the stairs aro too high for anyone 
to fall or be pushed over. There is no place 
where a jam could occur in leaving the 
auditorium. The auditorium and stage 
are both lighted with electric lamps, and 
the most absolute security against lire is 
thus obtained, since the electric lights go 
out the instant the glass globes inclosing 
them- are broken. It may be said that it 
is impossible to secure all these advantages 
for every theater. Perhaps it is, if the 
municipal authorities will allow people to 
build theaters in the centers of blocks of 
stores and lodging-houses. But no such 
location should he permitted. It should 
be insisted upon that the situation was 
such as to allow the utmost facility of 
egress, and those who would not attend to 
this should he prevented from building 
theaters at all. It is, however, satisfac­ 
tory to know that so far the theater pro­ 
prietors have shown every disposition to 
render the buildings as safe as possible, 
and have cheerfully adopted the changes 
proposed to them. 


THOSE FiST STEAMERS. 
Mr. Pullman has been talking to a re­ 
porter about his proposed fast steamer line, 
and says that if there is nothing in the 
laws to prevent it, the line will probably 
be organized soou. Even if there is noth­ 
ing in the laws of the country to hinder 
this enterprise, there are obstacles in the 
laws of Nature. For it would be impossi­ 
ble to run the proposed fast steamers dur­ 
ing the winter months, or if it was at­ 
tempted they would run to the bottom. 
Twenty miles an hour may be made by a 
long, wedge-shaped vessel in smooth water, 
but the sharper and narrower she is the less 
seaworthy must she be in a gale or a hurri­ 
cane, and to drive such a vessel through 
Atlantic waves would be simple suicide. 
As Mr. Pullman’s vessels could not carry 
any freight, and as they could only carry 
passengers doing the snmmer months, we 
do not think the project a feasible one.

SOOYILLE RESUMES HIS SPEECH. 


H e Denounces the Conduct of D is­ 
trict A ttorney Corkhill. 


[SPECIAL BV TELEORAHI TO THE F.ECORD-CXION. 1 


W ashington, January 19.h.—The Court 
opened at the usual hour. 
As soon as Guiteau reached his feat he de­ 
livered himself of the following speech, with 
a pompous effort at oratorical effect: “ The 
decision of the New York Court of Appeals 
comes with so much force at the present mo­ 
ment that I desire to call attention to it. It 
comes with great grace from the Empire— 
from that grand old State of the Re­ 
public that sends forth the brains, 
the money and commerce of the nation. 
It is a great step forward of the law 
of insanity. 
Heretofore the law has 
been that the burden of proof was 
on the defendant, but the Court of Appeals, 
with grand magnanimity, sayB that the bur­ 
den of proof ¡3 on the prosecution to prove 
that a man not only committed this act, but 
also that he was sane at the time he commit­ 
ted it. In the name of justice, and in the 
name of the American people, and in the 
name of the American judiciary, I desire to 
thsnk those gentlemen of the Court of Ap­ 
peals of the State of N-w York.” 
SCOVILLE CONTINUES. 
Scoville resumed his argument, reading 
from the evidence of several witnesses who 
were at the depot and saw the shouting and 
the subsequent arrest of Guiteau, his object 
being to show that ths prisoner was per­ 
fectly calm and cool, and in a condition of 
nerves and intellect at variance with the 
hypothesis of sanity under such circum­ 
stances. 
Scoville again complained that the prose­ 
cution had failed to call detective McEifresh 
to the stand, whose evidence would have 
been of Bervice to the prisoner. 
Guiteau—They came to my ceil and tried 
to draw me out. I talked with them a little, 
and told them about the Duty and my in­ 
spiration. and now they suppress all that evi­ 
dence. That shows the iniquity of their 
prosecution, and God Almighty will curse 
every one in this prosecution, in my opinion. 
After a short pause, the prisoner added: 
“ That remicdi me to say that Judge Porter 
has been pretending to be sick for two days. 
I hope it will be providential to keep him 
sick. I hope the Lord will take him down 
below quick, and then send for Corkhill.” 
ATTACKING THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 
As Scoville proceeded Corkhill made fre­ 
quent, as the speaker evidently thought, 
slighting comments, until finally becoming 
irritated, Scoville turned upon the District 
Attorney and denounced, in scathiDg terms, 
his unfairness ia the matter of producing as 
evidence a mutilated letter, written by the 
prisoner and interpreted by Corkhill. 
Guiteau—It was a friendly allusion to 
President Arthur that he cut out. The mean, 
dirty whelp. 
Scoville had a running fire with the prose­ 
cution as his Bpeech proceeded. His motive, 
he said, was not to shield the Guiteau family, 
but to save the American nation a«d judiciary 
from the disgrace of hanging an insane man. 
He denounced Corkhill for gratuitously in­ 
sulting Dr. North by asking if he was ever 
arrested for a crime. 
Corkhill stated that he himself had tried 
North in this Court. 
Recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess, Scoville continued his review 
of the evidence, and claimed that the pris­ 
oner had been free, frank and outspoken in 
all things ; that he has conversed at the j til 
with every one the prosecution sent there, 
and alwajs without reserve, aud had he been 
sane and playing a part he would not have 
done so. 
THE AB^NCE OF MOTIVE. 
Commenting upon, as he claim?, the ab­ 
sence of motive on ttuiteau’s part, Scoville 
said: You cannot find an instance in his­ 
tory, ycu cannot suppose a case, where a man 
40 years of age, who has never before com­ 
mitted a crime, who has never for an hour 
associated with criminals or bad people, who, 
on tho contrary, has actually sought the so­ 
ciety not only of the better c¡as3 of people, 
but Christian people—you can’t coBOeive of 
such a man committing such a crime without 
motive. Nothing but the theory of insanity 
can possibly account for tuch an act as Gui- 
tevu’s. 
Scoville then discussed the assumption that 
Guiteau might have been actuated by a de­ 
sire for revenge, and aFgued the improbability 
of such an assumption, from the tact that if 
any ground for i.l will existed on Guiteau's 
part, it was against Secretary Blaine, and 
according to the inexplicable laws of mind it 
would have been executed agaiust him. 
There ciu’t possibly be shown, said Sco- 
viile, any ill will on his part toward President 
Garfield. 
Colonel Corkhill—You seem to forget that 
he killed him. 
Without noticing this comment, Scoville 
next took up the hypothesis that the crime 
was committed from an overpowering desire 
for notoriety, and claimed that history failed 
to point out a case where such a crime was 
committed purely and simply from such mo­ 
tives, and that it was incompatible with rea­ 
son, and impossible for the human mind to 
conceive of such a motive as sufficient to in­ 
duce any sane man to commit such a crime. 
That he killed the President as a disap­ 
pointed office seeker i.3 mere than improbable, 
said Scoville, for had he brooded over some 
wrong of this kind something of his disap­ 
pointment would have leaked out. He would 
have said something in his intercourse with 
other people indicating his disappointment or 
bad temper on the subject. Nothing would 
have been more natural in the interval before 
he made up his mind to kill the President. 
Guiteau—Oh ! that’s all bosh about my be­ 
ing a disappointed office-seeker. After the 
1st of June my whole mind was on the politi­ 
cal situation, and I wouldn’t have taken a 
Cabinet position if it had been offered me. 
Looking up from his paper a few minutes 
later, Guiteau called out, with a satisfied air : 
“ Porter is tick. I guess the Lord is attend­ 
ing to him.” AN EXPLANATION. 
Scoville alluded to the taunt of the prose­ 
cution that the experts for the defense had 
gone back on them, end said, in explanation, 
that when he reached Washington he did not 
know the name of a single expert. He knew 
that Guiteau was crazy, but how to show it 
to the country, and to convince a jury of his 
countrymen, was the burden that pressed 
him. Then came a letter from Dr. Wor­ 
cester, that little man from the great State 
of Massachusetts, the State that holds the 
Athens of America. 
He wrote that if 
halt what was said of Guiteau was true, 
he was crazy. 
Dr. Worcester had had 
great experience in treating insanity, and 
had written a book which was an ac 
cepted authority as a text-book, the first work, 
he said, by an American author on insanity. 
He said, turther. that he wanted to do all he 
could to save the natioa irom the disgrace of 
hanging an insane man, even if his victim 
happened to be the President of the United 
States. 1 felt, said Scoville, a great weight 
lifted from my heart. I thought “ There is 
a gieat and good man who cannot be 
bought.” Well, gentlemen, this very little 
man from the great State < f Massachusetts 
came to Guiteau. He wanted a free ride to 
Washington. He got here, and Corkhill 
bought him up, so that he went back on that 
letter. 
Scoville ciLtinued: Well, he came here, 
and he saw some one. 
Guiteau—He saw Corkhill, and he bonght 
him over 
Sc jville—At any rate this great author on 
American insani.y, or this first American 
author, whatever it may be, could not on the 
stand, when asked, &ive me the title of his 
own h i k. 
Scoville severely criticised the course of 
Dr. WoceBter, and classed him with the Gov­ 
ernment conspirators. 
Adjourned till to morrow. 
It is understood that the defense will, at 
the conclu-ien of Scoville’a speech, make a 
motion to sllow the prisoner to address th- 
j try, and will ask to be heard in support < f 
tne motion. The effect of tbi», if permitted 
by the Couit, wi.l be to cansóme another day. 
allowing two days for Jud<e P rter, and it i­ 
more than probable that he will require three. 
The Case will hardly get to the jury Defoie 
Wednesday next. 
COUP SEL REED ON SCOVILLE'S COURSE. 
W ashington, January 19;h.— Colonel 
Reed, ncovuie’x associate counsel in the de­ 
fense of Gu: eau, was this morning accosted 
in the coriiJ r of tho Court-house with he 
rema'k : " Y .nr ssmciate made a men of it 
yesterday in that r- ference to Arthur, Conk- 
ling end Gr nt.” 
•• Yes,” he answered, “ I have hardly elept 
ail night, thinking ever and 1 eg retting i\ I 
had not the remotest ilea that he contem­ 
plated doing such a thing.” 
“ It will rot help the case,” said the re­ 
porter. 


“ Ceitainly not,” resnonded Kzed. “ I 
cannot unite with him in that course, and 
must c- ndernn it, and I want the public to 
know that I do. Do you see what a wide 
dorr he opens for Porter when he comes to 
reply ? Why, he will say if this statement 
is true, and this man knew it and conferred 
with them, he was sane. He has furnished 
the other tils with a powerful lever, and 
placed it in the hands of a man who will use 
it to the fullest extent.” 
Reporter—Thtre is considerable talk and 
very serious comment upon his course. 
Reed—I suppose so. I am sorry that he 
took it, and wish that he had not. I cannot 
indorse anything like that. 
THE QUESTION OK GCITEAU’3 SPEAKING. 
W ashington, January 19th. — Guiteau’s 
relatives and counsel ixpect that Judge Cox 
will allow him to address the jury after all. 
The decision of the question is again pending 
on the appeal of Guiteau himr-elf, after hav­ 
ing been once settled against him. Cox said 
wfien Guiteau read his request Tuesday that 
he would take it iato consideration. The 
speech, if allowed, of course will be made at 
the close of Scoville’a argument. 
Cox called Scovi le to the bench to-day, 
just as the C< urt was about taking its recess, 
and held a whispered conference with him, 
which was repeated alter recess. It was 
evident afterward 
that 
it was ex­ 
pected that Guiteau would be allowed 
to speak, his speech doubtless being revised 
by Scoville to the extent of striking out such 
portions of it as would introduce new state­ 
ments of fact to the jury. Counsel for the 
prosecution will probably cot oppose Gui­ 
teau’s speaking. It seems now to be well un­ 
derstood that several of the Judges of the 
District Supreme Court, if not a majority, are 
of the opinion that Guiteau has the right to 
be heard in person as well as 1 y counsel. 
The prosecution would probably prefer to 
cede almost anything at this stage of the 
case rather than run the risk of a new trial, 
which the Court in bank might perhaps see fit 
to grant on this ground alone if Guiteau were 
refused a hearing. 
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San Francisco, January 19ih. — The 
promenade ball given tc-night at the new 
depot of the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany at Oakland for the benefit of the Vet­ 
erans’ Home fund can be recorded as a grati­ 
fying success. The immense building was 
beautifully illuminated, and presented a scene 
of brilliancy and gayety. It is estimated 
that over 3.000 persons were in attendance 
from this city and Oakland. Several bands 
of music were in attendance. After a grand 
promenade dancing commenced at 9:30, and 
continued until 2 A. M. The receipts were 
very substantial, and will materially swell 
the Veterans’ Home fund. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The persons arrested for violation of the 
Sunday law have had their cases postponed 
in Police Court Number Two till next 
Wednesday. 
The Auditor has turned over to the Tax 
Collector the delinquent poll-tax roll for 1831, 
embracing nine volumes, containing 21,071 
names, at §4 a piece; total, 880,684. It is 
probable that less than $200 will be collected 
in this list. 
The Board of Trustees for the Home for 
the care of the Inebriate have filled their 
semi annual report for from July 1st to De­ 
cember 31, 1881. The amount of money re­ 
ceived was $8,140 00, of which $2.423 23 is 
balance on hand. The sum of $8,000 ia on 
deposit to the credit of the buildiog fund, 
making the total financial assets $10,423 23. 
The admission of 509 patients is reported. Of 
this number one died, 110 were sent to 
Napa, 330 were discharged, 2 escaped and 00 
remain. 
On the 15th of last August, Judge Lorenzo 
Sawyer, of the United States Circuit Court 
for the District of California, and Judge Og­ 
den Hctfman. of the Unitesl States District 
Court, fitting with Judge Stwyer on the 
Circuit Court Bench, sustained the demurrer 
to the bill in the case of Califs P. Huntington 
vs. Charles E. Palmer, Tax Collector of Ala­ 
meda county, and the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, and dismissed the bill in the 
following language: “ As it is understood 
that the bill cannot he truthfully amended, 
so as to avoid the objections considered, it 
must be dismissed ; muí it Í3 so ordered.” A 
dispatch says tho Supreme Court of the 
United States has sustained this decision. 


COAST AND STATE. 
Star: St. Helena pays her firemen’s 
poll-tax, and no grateful town can do less. 
The Grand Jury of Washoe county, 
Nev., in their report submitted last Tues­ 
day, declare that they are unable “ to 
find indictments for the selling or furnish­ 
ing of intoxicating liquors to Indians,” to 
which they add : “ We would recommend 
that drunken Indians, upon their arrest, 
be confined closely upon a low diet until 
they state where they obtained their 
drink, and a strenuous effort be made to ob­ 
tain convictions through their testimony.” 
The Petaluma people will spend several 
thousand dollars this and next month im­ 
proving and laying out the tract recently 
purchased for their new agricultural park. 
The pavilion is to be an improvement upe.ii 
the old one. It is to be larger, and will he 
encircled in t’ne inferior with a gallery that 
will make it much more convenient. The 
grand stand will he built upon an improved 
plan, and is to seat 3,000 persons. They 
expect to have the new grounds ready in 
time for the next fair. 
George Dinsdale, one of the large farm­ 
ers who lives northwest of Woodland, says 
tho wild ducks and geese are making 
their annual onslaught on tho young grain 
in his neighborhood. In many instances 
the inroads made upon the grain fields by 
theBe troublesome towls have become so 
annoying that it has become necessary to 
employ herders to keep them away, the 
old “ scare-crow ” plan of driving them off 
having become too thin a deception for the 
modern goose or duck. 
Notwithstanding the heavy and cold 
north winds of the past week, we cannot 
but regard the crop prospect of Colusa 
county as favorable. It will take but little 
more rain, at the right time, to make us 
big crops. There was a very large area 
summer fallowed, and this has been put in 
in unusually good order. The lands that 
were overflowed last year and planted this, 
will make sure crops if we have an extra 
dry spriDg. As will be seen by another 
item, the first half of January has not 
given us much rain for some years back.— 
[Colusa Sun. 
C. W. Thompson, from the live oak and 
sage brush lands near Ripon, reports the 
young grain in that section flourishing, 
where the ground was broken deep. His 
fallow land was plowed nine inches deep 
and the young grain on it looks well and 
can stand several days of dry weather with­ 
out injury. 
His winter sown grain he 
thinks is safe for a good crop, with a very 
small amount of rain yet, as he plowed 
the land deep, using only a single plow, 
and the moisture has been retained. 
The only fault he finds with the 
weather is its coldness. The threatened 
drought does not scare him much, or hia 
neighbors who break their laud deep. But 
tho3e who plowed in the usual style, from 
three to four inches deep, are becoming 
alarmed at the continued cold and dry 
weather. 
So far we havo only had about two 
inches of rain in this vicinity this season, 
and many of our farmers are feeling nerv­ 
ous over the prospects. An old resident, 
who has fanned in this county for nearly 
thirty years, met U3 the other day, and his 
cheerful words cave us considerable assur­ 
ance. He said he did not expect a heavy 
rainfall, but believed that we would have 
enough. He is goiDg right along seeding, 
and says he will finish in a day or two. He 
said that two moro inches of rain at the 
proper time would be sufficient. Nothing 
is suffering for rain at the present tiffic. 
One inch during the next thirty days would 
bring things around all i^ h t; and then the 
usual spring showers would make a crop. 
Savs he: “ Summer-fallowed land would 
make a crop without any rain, except l»te 
showers.” Tne fact is, as the best informed 
say, there is no criterion to go by in judg­ 
ing as to what will happen. There has 
been no season in twenty years like this 
one so far. It may be preparing for a 
flood, or it may be preparing for a total 
dry-out. It i» probably best to go right 
along just as though we had a guarantee 
that the rains would come in instalm“nts 
to order.—[Midesto Herald, January 12:h.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE PACKING ESTABLISHMENT. 


Preparations for opening the Works—The 
Fruit Interests. 


The location of the new canning establish­ 
ment on Front, between K and L streets, 
where the buildings are being prepared by 
the Capital Packing Company for opening 
their business this Bpring, is now lively with 
workmen. 
The two bnildings upon the 
grounds are being remodeled for the purposes 
of the company, and a second-story of brick 
added to the north building, giving an addi­ 
tional room, 20 by 100 feet, which is to be 
occupied by can-makers. This addition will 
be completed the present week, and a force 
of six or eight men will occupy it next Mon­ 
day, and, provided with the latest and most 
approved appliances, 
will commence the 
manufacture of tin cans, with a view to having 
a stock made up in advance for the opening of 
the season’s business. A larger number will 
be employed after a few days, as the ma­ 
chinery is put in place and the work of pro­ 
viding facilities is carried forward. 
The 
work of erecting an addition, extending from 
the rear walls of the present buildings to the 
alley, to cover an area of forty by fifty feet, 
will be commenced next week. This will be 
all in one apartment, with high roof, and 
used for the cook-room. The boiler for the 
works is already upon the grounds, and all 
the machinery for the entire establishment 
has been purchased and will coon arrive and 
be placed in position as fast as the buildings 
can be made ready for it. 
The cjmpar.y has already contracted for 
the entire catch of salmon from eighteen fish­ 
ing boats, and will also buy from others. The 
putting up of saiinon and asparagus will be 
the first canning of the season, and will com­ 
mence between the 1st and 15th of April. 
Of course asparagus will appear long before 
that time, but with this coast supplying the 
Eastern market in the early part of the 
spring, it is only when the season for it is so 
far advanced that it becomes very plentiful, 
that the price asked for it is low enough so 
that packing establishments can afford to buy 
it for patting up. 
Considerable interest is already being man­ 
ifested in the new canning establishment hy 
fruit men in the interior, as, in addition to its 
making it probable that fruit for the Eastern 
market will hereafter be principally shipped 
from here, as too ripe fruit for Bhipping, 
when assorted out in repacking, can be sold 
to the ctnnery, the same as has been done at 
the Bay, and from two to three days’ time 
can be saved in reaching the Eastern market 
over that of shipping to San Francisco from 
some points that in the past hare shipped to 
that place. 
. General Bidwell, while in the city this 
week, visited the premises being prepared for 
the packing establishment and expressed the 
belief that it would be of great benefit to the 
fruit interests of the valley. He stated that 
he raised on his place the past season thirteen 
hundred tons of fruit. He produced ore 
hundred tons of dried fruit, which took eight 
hundred tens of green fruit, and the h ílanos 
was sold in the market. The great difficulty, 
he says, with raisii p fruit in the upper part 
of the Sacramento Valley, and wby it has 
not been more generally engaged in, is that 
the distance from market makes the cost of 
transportation so great that it has not bee^ 
profitable to raise frrjit for shipment, and tl e^ 
local demand was comparatively small. 
If, 
however, with the canning here, an induce­ 
ment can be made, by concession in freight, 
which ha thinks probable, then frnit-growirg 
•ould be made a large and successful industiy 
in that section, and its shipment here would 
be desirable for Sacramento. 
Mr. Jessup, of Haywards, says that fruit 
can he profitably raised and sold for two 
cents per piund, and that it is worth two 
cents per pound for cutting and drying. 
Therefore it is argued that fruit-raisers can­ 
not be oppressed by combinations of packing 
establishments and shippers, if such should 
ever be attempted, as the producer, if he can­ 
not get a paying rate tor his fruit, is sure of a 
profitable return, by drying it. The immense 
planting i f fruit trees and vines, in this vicin­ 
ity and quite generally throughout the inte­ 
rior, indicates a prominent advance in the 
estimation placed upon the future of the 
fruit-growing industry.

It having been found necessary to find 
some successful way of disposing of the sew­ 
age from the County Hospital, aud prevent 
it from being a nuisance and injurious to 
health in the vicinity, County Surveyor J. C. 
Pierson was recently instructed by the Board 
of Supervisors to examine the premises and 
the subject and report his conclusions. His 
report was filed yerieidiy, and is as foUows : 
Having male an examination of the ques­ 
tion of the disposal of the County Hospital 
tewage, I herewith submit the following re­ 
port in’ relation thereto : Tee first route ex­ 
amined was from the end of the present sewer 
pipe southwesterly to the lowt-r Stockton 
road. This route I found impracticable, from 
the fact that at several points along the route 
the fall was insufficient to give the pipe the 
required fall, and to resort to an open ditch 
would be to leave the sewage matter, as at 
present, to form pools of stagnant filth, to be 
gradually absorbed by the earth ar d the air. 
The total length of pipe reqt.ir.-d to conduct 
the sewage to a point below the lower Stock­ 
ton road would be, were it practicable, 7,600 
feet, and the cost, laid complete, approxi­ 
mately §3 050. 
The second route examined was from the 
H' spital to Thirty-first and R streets, to con­ 
nect with the Burns Slough canal, following 
the county road fri m the Hospital to the 
Homestead, and thence down the railroad to 
Thirty-fi:8t street. Grade of pipe, one-quar­ 
ter inch per rod ; length of pipe required, 
6,000 feet; cost of same laid complete, about 
«3 000- 
,

r 
re. 
The third route examined was from the 
County Hospital in a direct line to Ihirty- 
first and X streets to connect with Burns 
slough canal at this point. 
The lands crossed 
on this rente are those of Gerber Bros. 1,700 
feet and Charles Crocker 2,160 feet. 
ih e 
pipe at a-1 points on these lands would be 
sufficiently far below the surface to allow of 
cultivation of the lands without injury to the 
pipe. Grade of pipe one-quarter inch ]>er 
rod. Length of pipe required on this route, 
5,400 feet. 
Cost of same laid complete, about 
§2 700. A grade of one quarter inch per rod 
for so great a distauce is too light to insure 
perfect scouring of the pipe if the sewage 
were allowed to run directly into the pipe, 
for the reason that tte average flew would be 
too sm all; but by introducing an automatic 
trap at the upper eod of the sewer, the sewage 
water would be allowed to collect until a 
certain volume was reached, when it would 
all be discharged iuto the sewer-pipe at once, 
which would insure the perfect flushing of 
the s6wer and prevent any deposit of silt. 
The additional expense would be small, a* 
the trap can be of simple design, the size of 
it conforming to the daily amount of Eewage 
deposited. 
At the time these examinations were made 
I did not consider that any objection could 
be made to using Burns slough canal as a 
place for discharging the sewer, and was con­ 
firmed in my opinion by the fact that several 
sewers do now connect with the caDal in the 
vicinity of Thirty-first and Y streets. But I 
have siuce learned that an objection is l.kely 
to be brought by the City Board of Health 
against any and all attempts to deposit sew­ 
age matter in this canal. In view of this 
diffijulty, and to obviate this objection, I 
have made inquiry and find that, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, a well bored in the bottom 
of the present canal to a depth of from thirty 
to sixty feet will furnish a eupply of running 
water sufficient to dilute and conduct away 
all the sewage conducted to it from the hos­ 
pital during the dry season, and prevent an 
accumulation at any point along the canal. 
Fourth—The following outline of a plan 
has suggested itself to me, iu view ef the diffi­ 
culties of c ist, aDd objections to the uee of 
Burns sir ugh canal as a placa of discharge, 
surrounding the three first-mentioned plane: 
It is to dispose of the entire sewage on the 
premises surrounding the hospital buildings by 
means of sub-irrigation pipes—that is, pipes 
with loose joints laid beneath the surface of 
the ground, which will allow the eecape of the 
liquid sewage into the soil, to be taken up by 
the plant roots ; the silt and such purtioDS of 
the sewage that does not escape iu this man­ 
ner are deposited in Bmall tanks or cesspools 
placed under ground and at proper intervals 
for this purpose. 
The cost of this system I am not at present 
able to estimate, but am convinced that it 
will not exceed, all complete, §2.000, or §700 
lees than the cheapest plan so far proposed. 
As to the effectiveness of the plan, I will 
state that it is not experimental, having been 
put in successful operation in a number of 
places for the disposal of sewage from pri­ 
vate dwellings, from factories, hospitals aud 
towns, proving not only effective by years of 
us?, but returning a fair interest on the in­ 
vestment from the increased production of 
the soil so irrigated and enriched. 


G o v e rn m e n t 
S n a q - B o a t.—The Govern­ 
ment snag-boat Seizer, built last year at 
Stockton, has been placed oo tha Central x'a- 
cific Railroad Company’s marine ways at 
Washington for general repairs. She made 
her firet trip in July last, and since that time 
has taken from the river channels of t’niB 
State in the neighborhood of 100 snags aud 
otherwi-e improved their navigation. They 
are now making her more solid with heavy 
oak timber on the knackie from the kelsons, 
and her bows are being sheathed with oak 
timber from three to four ioches in thickness. 
All her capstan beds are being refastened 
and kneed off against the kelsons. The deck 
and front are being replmked with solid oak, 
having been badly worn by handling snugs. 
The knuckle streaks are of the same material, 
and six by eight inches. The thick streaks 
abive and below are four incnes iu thickness. 
So far the Seizer has proved to be a success 
and has more than paid for herself during the 
past season. 
When the repairs are finished 
she will be as good as when first launched. 
The original cost of this vessel was about 
§31,000. The repairs are under the immediate 
supervision o f'J. W. ltock, who a'so had 
charge of her construction, under direction 
aud plans of Colonel Mendell.

HALL 
OF 
RECORDS. 


The new Hall of Records of Sacramento 
cocnty is nearing completion, and will be 
ready for occupancy about the middle of 
February. 
The Auditor’s and Recorder’s 
room is well advanced. Workmen were yes­ 
terday engaged in putting up tho railing 
around the balcony. As soon as that is fin­ 
ished the room wiil be cleaned and ready for 
the cement fl >or to bs put on, and which will 
t ke about ten days to dry. The book-racks 
above the balcony are all in position, and the 
Auditor’s desks and railings will be put in as 
soon as the floor is completed. The Auditor’s 
room in size is 35 by 55, and the hight to the 
ceiling in the clear story is 38 feet. The sheif 
room for books exceeds that in the Oakland 
Hall of Records. The County Treasurer’s 
room, on the right-hand side of the main 
tntrante on the first floor, in size is 12 by 18, 
lighted by six windows, has cemented floor, 
corrugated iron ceiling, large fixed vault and 
iuany conveniences. 
The County School Superintendent’s room 
is an the left side of the main entrance on the 
first floor, finished similarly to the Treasurer’s 
office and lighted with four windows. The 
Supervisors’ room occupies the rear portion 
of the building on the first floor, 21 by 35, 
and the hight of ceiling is 14t feet. 
The 
room is lighted with eight windows, has a 
large fireplace with grate and marble mantel, 
iron vault for books, etc., and is finished in 
the same style as the Treasurer’s office. The 
frescoing in the Auditor’s and Recorder’s 
office is completed and is in modern style. 
The balcony is formed entirely of iron, with 
a rich and very tasteful railing composed of 
gaspipe and cast-iron ornamentation. The 
ornaments and railings are to be gilded aud 
paiDted in red and black, which will give it 
quite an Oriental effect. The inside shutters 
to all of the openings are of corrugated steel, 
operated by a spiral spriEg. The exterior of 
the building presents a handsome appearance. 
The building is considered entirely fire­ 
proof. There has been only §1,500 spent on 
the wood-work of the entire structure, as 
against §5,500 expended on the wood work of 
the Hall of Records of Oakland, which is 
also considered fireproof. There are three 
steam radiators in the Auditor’s office. The 
light is good and easily regulated, as is also 
the ventilation. The corridor connecting the 
Becond floor of the building with the Court 
house is constructed entirely of iron, is very 
convenient, handsome, and has a pleasing 
effect. The cost of the entire structure foots 
up about §15,000.

S lic k en s.—It has been supposed that, af­ 
ter all, there is some warrant for the recent 
charge by a clergyman, to the effect that Cal­ 
ifornians are a stupid set aud lacking in t'ue 
brain quarter, because the mass of them have 
been at sea regarding the true and unadulter­ 
ated meaning of the word “ slickens.” Mr. 
Randall, a witness in the “ debris” case, the 
other day, with much apparent satisfaction, 
announced from tne witness-stand that he 
was able to enlighten the Court as to where 
that much-mouthed word sprung from, and 
who stood sponsor at its birth. The informa­ 
tion will enable this people to remove the re­ 
proach of ignorance, and, though they all 
know that “ slicken-sides,” and “ slich,” and 
“ slick,” as defined by Webster, give an ink­ 
ling of the meaning of slickens, they will be 
eternally grateful to the witness for adding to 
their stock of information on this point. 
Mr. 
Randall thus fathomed the mysteries of the 
definition of “ slickens:” 
“ ‘Slickens.’ or 
‘slickingR;’ German, ‘silch,’ ‘scblicb.’ Eng­ 
lish, ‘ sleek,’ ‘ slick ’ (corrupt but popular/. 
* Slicken-sides,’ the sides of a small vein of 
mineral m aterial; termed also the hanging 
and foot walls. The term * slicken-sides ’ im­ 
plies that the material between the sides is 
‘slickens.’ I am informed by Mr. Hunter, 
an old English tin miner, that the English 
tin miners call the finely reduced portions of 
a mineral vein ‘slickens.’ The miner em­ 
ploys ‘en,’ ‘en?.’ for ‘ing,’ ‘ings.’ 
It seems 
to me apparent that the English miner, hav­ 
ing no word by which to translate ‘slick,’ a 
smooth, soft, sleek material, formed one from 
the adjective ‘sleek,’ or ‘slick.’ Here we 
would have called i t ‘slicks,’o r ‘siickings ; ’ 
but the English miner, as before stated, em­ 
ploys ‘en,’ ‘ ens,’ for ‘ing,’ ‘ings.’ 
Hence 
we have ‘slickens.’ The term as employed 
in California has a broader signification. 
In 
general here, ‘slickens,’ or ‘siickings,’ means 
the finely comminuted portions of rock and 
earthy material. 
The material composing 
‘slickens,’ may be argilacions, calcarious, 
talcose, mineral, etc.” 


T he W eather. —The wind-stcrm which 
ended yebterday began at 7:3d p. M. of the 
18:b, blowing at the rate of from 19 to 29 
miles per hour, reaching the latter velocity at 
12:39 A. M. of the 19th. The storm ended at 
2:30 the same date, lasting 19 hours, and in 
that time the total velocity reached 319 
miles, making an average velocity of 16 8 
miles p<* hour. The noon or 12:02 report 
showed the weather to be at that time light 
rain r.t Olympia, W. T., and Portland, Ore­ 
gon ; cloudy at Roseburg, and clear weather 
at R?d Bluff, Sacramento, San Fraucieco aud 
Visalia; cloudy at Las Angeles and fair at 
San Diego. There had been since last report 
(4:02 A. M ) a rainfall of .47 of an iuch at San 
Diego and 03 of an inch at Los Angelas. 
The barometer at the noon report wag falling 
from Olympia to Sacramento, and rising from 
San Francisco south. A t hat night’s 8:02 re­ 
port the barometer was still falling north of 
Sacramento, while here and San Francisco it 
was steady ; south of San Francisco it was 
rising ; at Los Angeles and San Diego rap 
idly ; wind south and fresh at Oiytnpia and 
Portland, calm at Roieburg, north and fresh 
at Red Bluff, uorthwe.-t and light at Sacra­ 
mento, north and light at San Francisco, 
southeast and light at Visalia, southwest and 
fresh at Los Angeles, northwest and fresh at 
San Diego. Clear at all the above stations 
except Olympia and Portland, where it was 
raining at the former and cloudy at the latter.

PRELIMINARY 
EXsMINATION. 


Dennis Nearny, who deserted his wife and 
family at Oakland, and eloped with a young 
woman from Vallejo recently, of which the 
particulars have been heretofore given, was 
examined in the Police Court yesterday before 
Justice Gilmer, in the absence of Judge 
Henry from illness, npon the charge of adul­ 
tery. There was a large attendance of spec­ 
tators, and a great deal of interest was mani­ 
fested in the case. City Attorney Anderson 
appeared as counsel for the people, and 
Nmrny, with self-assurance, from having 
been a sand-lot leader, conducted his own 
defense. 
The City Attorney briefly alluded to the 
arrest of the prisoner, and stated that nine­ 
teen years ago the defendant was married in 
England. That the issue of that marriage 
was five children, the eldest a girl of thir­ 
teen, the youngest an infant. 
That in Jan u ­ 
ary last, while reridiug in Oakland, he repre­ 
sented himself as a single man to a young 
girl by the name of Mary Wood, residing in 
Vallejo, and by promises of marriage in­ 
duced her to elope with him, and from 
that time until his arrest they had lived 
together as man and wife. 
Mrs. Near­ 
ny, a good-looking and intelligent appear­ 
ing woman, was sworn, and testified that 
she was married to the defendant nineteen 
years ago in England. 
Her maiden name 
wsb Mary Heateff. 
Father Cullen, a Catho­ 
lic priest, performed the ceremony; Near- 
ny’s own brother and sister-in-law stood up 
with them when the ceremony was per­ 
formed. The certificate of marriage, which 
was written in Latin, she has lost sight of for 
the past year, and she does not know what 
became of it. 
When her husband left his 
home in January, he kissed them all good­ 
bye, and stated that the company wished to 
send him to Kern county to do some work. 
Mrs. Nearny’■ statement of the cruelty of 
her husband, and ef the utter poverty he had 
left them ir, was touching in the extreme. 
Mr. Land, of the Western Hotel, detective 
officer idhorey, of Oakland, Chief Karchc-r 
and officer Arlington, each testified in the 
case. 
The defendant denied that he was mar­ 
ried, as had been proven, but stated that 
he had gone through a form of marriage. 
This 
ceremony was 
procured by fraud, 
intimidation and coercion, and before he 
had become of age, and that in Encli-h law 
the marriage was nuil and void. 
He admit­ 
ted (notwithstanding he had denied knowing 
them in Vallejo) having lived with her for 
nineteen years, hut held that their marriage 
was illegal. 
At the conclusion of the testimony Judge 
Gilmer stated that he had acted in the capac­ 
ity of Judge for a great many years; that 
during that time he had tried thousands of 
cases for various crimes and offenses, but 
that this was a case of cruelty aud inhuman­ 
ity, on the part of the defendant, that sur­ 
passed anything that had ever come under 
his observation. There was no penalty within 
the jurisdiction of the Police Court severe 
enough, so he would hold him over to the 
Superior Court, and fixed his bond at §1,000 
Nearny was looked upon as a heartless 
wretch, and the remarks of the Judge elic­ 
ited applause from the audience.

Thus has it been found that the 
animal m»y be a world in itself, containing 
w ithiz it vast microscopic forests, whose 
avenues of waving palms are trodden by in­ 
numerable auimal forms of curious shapes, 
strange habit3, aad still stranger life-histo- 
ries. 
I t is r.ot only in the larger, bnt more 
especially, indeed, ia the tiniest forms of 
ordinary life that these parasites flourish. 
Those insects which feed upon dead wood 
swarm with them. 
An ordinary millipede 
is a perambulating commonwealth, while 
our common white ant holds in her capa­ 
cious abdomen a kingdom whose population 
might in numbers put to shame even the 
American nation. 
The brown contents of 
her intestinal canal, instead of being chiefly 
composed of food, are a living mass of 
minuto protozoa. 
The world thus uncov­ 
ered is of great scientific interest, and iu 
the beauty of its forms may be even of es­ 
thetic value. 
One of the most popular de­ 
signs for American W ilton carpets last year 
was based upon the forms of a well-known 
microscopic plant, and futuro Americans 
may tread upon the effigies of humble be­ 
ings whoBe highest ambition heretofore has 
been to figure in one of tho beautiful plates 
of a Leidy.—[The Penn Monthly.
